The Specification is objected as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the term if $eparating 
device " Applicant has amended the claims to refer to this as a "de-masking" device. However, 
Applicant notes that the Specification, on page 9, paragraph 19, line 3 > sets forth that the de-tnaskiiig and | 
wedge (303) is operable to peel the mask (602) from the wafer (603) until it is completely '^afated" j 
fiomthe wafer (603). Thus, Applicant believes thatthe term "separating devic^ 
of the wedge and, therefore, use of this term woul d be supported by fee Specification. However* in order 
to further the prosecution of this case, Applicant has amended the claims for clarification purpoises only 
and does not intend this to be limiting, as the term "separating device" and "de-masking device" are 
considered to be equivalent*
